The  Plant  Protection  Order    (No.   2),   Febniary   26,    1934,   has  been 
further  amended  by  Plant  Protection  Order    (No.   76)    of  March  29,   1935, 
by  substituting:  for   the  words: 

"Apples  and  pears,   v/hether  nursery   stock  or  fruit,   from 
U.   S.   A.,   Canada,  Australia,  Hun.'^ary,   or  R^jmania.*' 

appearing  in  Schedule  II   (foot   of  p.   4:  of  E.E.P.Q.-370)  ,   the  words: 

"Apples  and  pears,   whether  n^jrsery  stock  or  fruit,    from 
South  Africa,  Argentina,  Australia,  New  Zealand,   Tas- 
mania, Austria,   Brazil,   Canada,   Hungary,    India,  Yugo- 
slavia,  Japan,  Mesopotamia,   Mexico,  Portuo;al,  Rumania, 
Spain,   U.   3.  A,,   Chile,   China,    or  Hawaii." 

Plant  Protection  Order    (No,  4)    of  September   30,   1934,   revokes 
article  3  of  Plant  Protection  Order   (No.   2)   of  February  26,   1934. 
Consequently  the  first   item  of  Schedule  I    (p.   3  of  B«E.P,Q,.-370)  , 
reading  "Organic  manure  and  soil,    except   special  potting  soil,   and 
manure  and  soil  from  Trans- Jordan"   should  be  stricken  out.
